Court Watching: 
Witnesses 


describe Haggerty 
Sub break-in

Brian Bernard Baker, 17, of Van Buren 
Township, who is scheduled to go to trial 
in August on four breaking and entering 
charges, was arraigned on a new, fifth 
charge July 3 at 34" District Court in 
Romulus. 

Judge Brian Oakley bound Baker over 
to circuit court to face this charge with the 
others, setting a July 10 arraignment at 
the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice on the 
information in this case. 

Circuit Court Judge Mark T. Slavens had 
said he wanted all five cases to run together. 
Baker’s next court session before Judge 
Slavens is July 11 for a pre-trial exam. A 
final conference is set for July 17 and his 
trial is scheduled for Aug. 29. 

All the break-ins were in Haggerty 
Subdivision in Van Buren Township 
between Feb. 19 and April 12. 

In the fifth case, Baker is accused 
of an April 5 home invasion at 10914 
Buchanan. 

On July 3, he was brought from the 
Wayne County Jail to face the six charges 
in this case: 1“ degree home invasion, 
larceny of weapons, larceny of $1,000 or 
more but less than $20,000, receiving and 
concealing weapons, and two counts of 
felony firearms. 

He stood mute and a not-guilty plea 
was entered on his behalf, immediately 
followed by a preliminary exam to see 
if the judge thought there was probable 
cause to bind him over to a higher court. 
He was represented by his attorney James 
McGinnis. 

Witnesses for the prosecution were 
homeowners Richard and Jeannine Labo, 
VBT Detective Derek Perez and VBT 
Sgt. Charles Bazzy who executed a search

Belleville City Council: Department 
heads must go through city manager

At its 17-minute meeting July 1, the 
Belleville City Council unanimously 
passed a Resolution directing all actions 
requiring city council approval for the 
administration of city business to go 
through the city manager. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said the purpose 
of the resolution is to make sure the 
administration has the opportunity to 
review requests coming before the city 
council and to make a recommendation to 
the council. 

She said this is an attempt to redirect 
things through the city manager. 

“We’ve seen things come in from the 
sidelines and I think it would be better to 
have them go through the city manager,” 
Mayor Conley said. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Jack Loria made the 
motion to pass the |1-paragraph Resolution 
and Councilman Tom Smith supported the 
motion. Voting yes were Conley, Loria, 
Smith, and Councilwoman Kim Tindall. 
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Absent was Councilman Brian Blackburn. 

The Resolution points out that “on 
numerous occasions requests have been 
brought forward to the Council without a 
recommendation from the City Manager 
and the City Manager has the responsibility 
to review requests, make administrative 
decisions and run the day-to-day operations 
of the city, and the City Manager cannot 
most efficiently administer the duties of his/ 
her position when requests are forwarded 
to the City Council before the review of the 
City Manager...” 

Unless it is an emergency, the City Council 
will no longer address issues that have not 
come through the appropriate process. 

The last paragraph of the resolution 
reads: “Finally, that no department head or 
employee shall be authorized (unless acting 
in the capacity of Acting City Manager) to 
bring forward issues or actions to the City 
Council that have not been reviewed and 
accompanied by a recommendation of the 
City Manager unless otherwise provided 
by in the City Charter or by law.” 

The department directors in the City of 
Belleville are: Keith Boc, public services; 
Lisa Long, clerk/treasurer; Gene Taylor, 
police; and Brian Loranger, fire. 

Boc also serves as acting city manager.

VBT board considers 
amended agreement 
for Cobblestone

At its work study session on July 1 the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
discussed proposed changes to its agreement 
with Cobblestone Ridge concerning repair, 
security, and maintenance. 

But, Planning and Economic Development 
Director Arthur Mullen said the board sent 
the agreement back for more changes 
before it is considered for adoption. 

Cobblestone Ridge condominium 
development, at West Huron River Drive 
at Hoeft Road, began in 2005. By 2009 
progress on the development had halted. 

Residents in the development complained 
to the township about uncompleted building 
sites with open basements filled with water 
and the Board of Construction Appeals met 
and issued a list of things that needed to be 
done. Some things were done. 

The Board of Construction Appeals met 
several times on this issue and then turned 
the situation over to township officials. 

In February 2011, the lender issued a new 
deed to Sheldon Acquisitions, the successor 
developer. 

In August 2011, the developer entered 
into an agreement with the township to pay 
its back taxes, water department charges, 
repair some site issues at the subdivision, 
and complete properties that were in 
various states of construction. 

Mullen said significant progress has been 
made at the development over the last 20 
months. Since February the developer has 
negotiated with township officials on the 
terms of the proposed amendment. 

Mullen was requesting board authorization 
to amend the 2011 Agreement between 
the township and Seldon Acquisitions 
for Repair, Security, and Maintenance of 
Cobblestone Ridge. 

Changes included adding more roadway to 
receive new wearing course and addressing 
the remaining condo basements. A letter 
from township attorney Patrick McCauley 
and the original agreement were presented 
to the board. McCauley also was scheduled 
to be present at the July 1 work/study. 

The proposed changes were first discussed 
at a June 3 workshop. At that meeting,

Diana Kollmeyer is city manager, but her 
name was never mentioned by the council, 
only her position. 

Councilman Blackburn is a volunteer 
fire fighter and Councilwoman Tindall is a 
promoter of the fire department and the fire 
auxiliary, so the Resolution may have been 
aimed at fire department issues. 

In other business at the July 1 meeting, 
the council approved changes to the request 
for the Lake and Land Show set for July 20 
at Horizon Park. 

The time for the event has been cut back 
to noon to 5 p.m., but there is a vendor who 
wants to set up two to four pontoon boats 
for display, plus other assorted accessories 
and tubes, beginning at 8 a.m. July 20. 
There were questions as to whether High 
Street should be closed beginning at 8 
a.m. 

Belleville Central Business Community 
president Bill Wolters explained the 
situation to the council. 

The council approved closing High Street 
from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m., with the street re- 
Opening sooner if everything is cleared 
away. City Manager Kollmeyer can make 
adjustments to details if they pop up. 

Wolters said the event will set aside ten 
spaces for people who want to sell their 
boats, but the boats must be first approved 
by the CBC so it doesn’t turn into a “flea 
market.” 

Organizations holding raffles or supporting 
their clubs will be located under a canopy, 
Wolters said.

board members didn’t like some of the 
wording in the agreement so there was to 
be more discussions with the township 
attorney before it was to be brought back 
to the board. 

This was a PRD (Planned Residential 
Development) agreement, where VBT 
approved provisions to allow smaller lots 
and more density. Mullen advised the 
board that two other uncompleted PRDs, 
Country Walk and Victoria Park, also will 
be coming in for conversations. 

At the July 1 workshop, the board also 
received documents from Treasurer 
Sharry Budd reporting on General Fund 
revenues and expenditures, the summary 
trial balance, and benefits costs for the 
2013 budget amendments and 2014 budget 
proposals. 

The regular meeting on July 2 was six 
minutes long with the main action being 
approval of the consent agenda without 
discussion. 

In the consent agenda the board 
approved: 

e Extension without penalty the collection 
of the 2013 Summer Property Taxes 
through Monday, Sept. 30; 

e Approval of a resolution to readopt the 
Rules and Regulations of the South Huron 
Valley Utility authority, as amended; and 

e The voucher list to pay the bills.

Sumpter Township to go back out 
for bids on Community Center roof

Sumpter Township received just one bid 
to redo the roof on the Community Center, 
so the township board decided to set that 
aside and re-bid the project. 

The lone bid of $64,464 came from 
Harley’s Home Improvement of Taylor and 
it was on the June 25 agenda for approval. 

“Pd like to table the roof item,” said 
Trustee Bill Hamm. “Only one bid. It’s 
outrageous.” 

“No one local wanted to bid,” said Clerk 
Clarence Hoffman, adding local roofers 
had been contacted and the call for bids 
had been in the paper. 

The board agreed to go back out for bids 
and try to get three bids this time. 

In other business at the June 25 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the purchase of two grills 
and four pedestal poles for Banotai Park 
for $546, paid out of Wayne County Parks 
Grant; 

e Approved the supervisor’s appointment 
of Virginia Belinski as alternate member of 
the Parks & Recreation Commission; 

e Approved the purchase of two, eight- 
foot, handicap-accessible picnic tables, 
one for Graham Park and one for Banotai 
Park, for a total of about $1,991.85, paid 
out of Wayne County Parks Grant; 

e Accepted the resignation of Cecelia 
(Jean) Chudzinski from the planning 
commission due to her health; 

e Approved a site plan to erect a pole barn 
at Wolverine Power, 8509 Rawsonville 
Road, as recommended by the planning 
commission; 

e Approved purchase of a Z Master, zero- 
turn lawnmower for $8,879, the lowest bid, 
from Commercial Lawnmower; 

e Approved on a 6-1 vote, with Hamm 
voting no, hiring Wildlife Services to 
monitor and remove beavers from Banotai 
Park, at a cost not to exceed $3,000; 

e Approved four lot splits for Parcel 81- 
075-99-0003-000; 

e Approved moving $1,204.59 from 
various Community Development Block 
Grant categories for 2009 funds to the 
Senior Center Improvement Fund. The 
funds must be spent by Sept. 30. Deputy 
Treasurer Karen Armatis said she asked 
CDBG for an extension on the use of these 
funds so they wouldn’t be lost; 

e Approved purchase of six light bars for 
police cars ata cost of $7,003 from the police 
department’s “recycle account.” Captain 
Eric Luke explained that when equipment 
is sold from the police department the 
funds are put in this account and then used 
to buy other equipment. He said the present 


light bars are 10 years old and failing and 
he got a good deal on some new light bars, 
at about half of what they originally paid, 
with a five-year warranty. “It’s the most 
important piece of equipment on the car, 
so you can know we’re coming,” Captain 
Luke said; 

e Heard Christie Darty, president of the 
new Sumpter Township Little League, 
ask Supervisor Johnny Vawters to throw 
out the game ball at the first T-ball game 
of the new league. She said parents have 
furnished bases, bats, balls, and hard hats 
from home and they would like to have 
a sponsor so they could buy trophies and 
certificates. Checks can be made out to 
Sumpter Little League; and 

e Went into closed-door session to discuss 
the attorney’s opinion on an offer received 
on the PNA Hall, 45476 Harris Road, and 
then came back into open session to vote to 
direct the attorney to proceed as directed in 
closed session.

Sumpter Twp. votes 
to sell PNA Hall 

to Moose Lodge 


On Tuesday, the Sumpter Township Board 
of Trustees voted 4-3 to sell the PNA Hall to 
the Belleville Moose Lodge for $175,000. 
It’s a land contract with $50,000 down, 
3% interest on the remaining principle, 
$500 monthly payments for 60 months 
and a five-year balloon payment, with no 
structural changes during the land contract 
period. 

Moose Lodge administrator Robert 
Coutts, an attorney, said the next step is to 
send letters to Moose members for a special 
meeting to vote on the proposal, probably 
on July 20 or 21. 

Voting against the PNA sale were Sumpter 
Treasurer John Morgan and Trustees 
Hamm and Swinson. Treasurer Morgan 
didn’t give his opinion at the meeting, but 
Hamm and Swinson certainly did. The 
trustees thought the township should get 
the appraised value of $225,700 for the 
building and 4.2 acres. 

The PNA costs the township from $15,000 
to $20,000 a year, according to financial 
reports. The property would be put back 
on the tax rolls if the Moose had it. Hamm 
pointed out the township paid $20,000 
to upgrade the PNA parking lot recently. 
Swinson said the appraisal cost $2,000 and 
then there’s the new ice machine. “If my 
house was worth $225,000, would I sell it 
for $175,000?” Swinson asked, noting that 
$50,000 could be used for other things for 
the township. 

The Moose has the next move.

warrant at Baker’s residence on Oak Lane 
in VBT. 

Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
Kristen Capling questioned Richard Labo 
who testified that at 9:30 a.m. April 5 he 
was the last person to leave his home, 
which he locked. He said he returned home 
after he got a call from his wife between 
10:30 and 1la.m. He said he found the 
front door jamb was broken and the front 
door was open. His wife and police officers 
were in the home. 

He said the bedroom drawers were on the 
bed. A 14”x10” key-locked box from the 
top shelf in his closet was missing and the 
key was still there. 

Labo testified that inside the box there 
was a German-made, .22-gauge pistol, 
a birth certificate, Social Security card, 
wedding rings, three bowling rings and 
other irreplaceable pieces of jewelry. 

Also missing from the home, he testified, 
was an Acer laptop computer valued over 
$1,000, two Kindle Fires valued at $250, 
and a wedding band for which he had paid 
$1,800. 

Labo said following the break-in he was 
called down to the VBT police department 
by Sgt. Charles Bazzy twice, to recover 
two bowling rings and his pistol. 

On cross examination Labo said he 
assumed Baker had stolen his property 
because some items taken from his home 
were recovered. 

Labo’s wife Janine then took the stand. 
Janine testified that she lives at the home 
with her husband and two children, ages 8 


and 5. She testified that on April 5 she left 
home at 5:30 a.m. returning at 10:10 a.m. 
Although the door was closed, she said she 
saw that the lock was broken. She said she 
opened the door, saw the jamb was broken, 
and called 911. 

When police arrived, she entered the 
house with them, noticing the Kindles were 
gone and the laptop was missing from the 
computer room. She said the lock box was 
missing. Her jewelry box was down and 
jewelry was missing. 

The next witness was VBT Detective 
Derek Perez, whoread in open court Baker’s 
statement made to police on April 12. Part 
of his statement said that the previous week 
he took an Acer Laptop, Kindle, safe, and 
rings that he took to Detroit to try to sell. 
Also, he said he, “Broke into a house, HP 
laptop, .357 magnum and some gold.” 

Det. Perez said he told Baker that he was 
a suspect and that he was seen walking, 
carrying a black suitcase. Perez said Baker 
admitted he did break into a house on 
Buchanan. 

McGinnis objected to the statement, 
stating, “It has not been proven that there 
was anything in the safe.” He added that 
it has not been established that anyone 
knowingly stole a gun. 

Prosecutor Capling said Labo testified it 
was a keyed safe and Baker said he broke 
into it and there might have been a .22 in 
the safe. 

Det. Perez said Baker said he didn’t have 
possession of a gun. Baker hid it in his 
father’s room, hoping his father would get 
in trouble, Perez said. 

McGinnis asked if there had been a .357 
magnum or a Kindle recovered. 

Capling said that rings were on the floor 
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at the residence, other items were pawned, 
melted down or sold on the streets. 

While Perez was taking Baker’s statement 
Sgt. Bazzy conducted a search of Baker’s 
residence. 

The next witness for the prosecution was 
Sgt. Bazzy, who testified on April 12 he 
conducted a search for stolen property at 
the Oak Lane address. He said in Baker’s 
bedroom he found gold sports rings. Tucked 
behind the sheets, at the foot of Baker’s 
father’s bed he also found an unloaded .22 
caliber revolver. He said those were shown 
to Labo. 

Capling asked for a motion to bind Baker 
over. 

McGinnis argued the evidence fails to 
prove two felony firearm charges, and at 
best they can prove evidence for one. 

Capling argued, “He wanted his father 
to take the rap for it. He did possess a gun. 
The question is did he open the safe there 
or take it home?” 

McGinnis said the prosecution cannot 
prove Baker took the box and it is pure 
speculation of his knowledge what was in 
the box. 

The evidence does not prove at the time 
he was committing a felony he knew there 
was a firearm, McGinnis said. 

Capling argued, “In the statement he 
said he placed the weapon in his father’s 
bedroom.” 

Judge Oakley determined there was 
enough evidence for Baker to be bound 
over on all the counts, except the second 
weapons charge. 

Judge Oakley set bond on this fifth case at 
$10,000 or 10%, the same bond set for each 
of the four other cases. Judge Oakley also 
required a GPS tether, if bond is posted.

My family (parents, siblings, nieces, 
nephews, etc.) all want to come and look 
at the home when we are doing the home 
inspection. I told my family that I don’t 
think it is proper to have them come when 
we are doing the inspection. 

Also, the seller is supposed to be home for 
a part of the inspection. My family is upset 
with me over this. What do you think? Who 
usually is present at a home inspection? 

Answer: I agree with you! The purpose 
of the contractor is for the buyer/s to learn 
about the workings and condition of the 
home. This inspection is not an OPEN 
HOUSE, or a viewing tour for the family, 
friends of the buyer/s. 

It is uncomfortable for the sellers to have 
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their home inspected inside and out for 
hours, especially with many people in the 
home who are not buyers. 

The contractor, the buyers, and the 
buyers’ Real Estate agent should be at the 
inspection. It is preferred that the seller 
not be, since it takes a few hours and may 
make some sellers upset. The buyer/s need 
to stay with the inspector to listen and ask 
questions through the complete process of 
the inspection, in order to know the exact 
information the inspector is covering. 

You are paying hundreds of dollars 
to have this inspection done, so you 
cannot divide your attention among your 
family members and the inspector. If you 
explain to your family the importance of 
this inspection, your need to focus your 
undivided attention to the inspection, and 
the consideration for the seller’s home, I 
believe your family will understand. 

If the inspection goes well and you 
proceed with the purchase, THEN you can 
set another appointment with the seller for 
your family to view the home.
